The  beginning  of  the  end. 


THE  PRESENT:  OUR  ONLY  REALITY 

At  this  moment,  perhaps  more  than  at  any  other  point 
in  our  lives,  we  the  graduating  class  of  1971  stand  face 
to  face  with  the  threshhold  of  hfe.  However  unprepared 
as  wf  may  be,  we  are  forced  to  decide,  to  commit  our¬ 
selves,  and  to  act.  Often  lacking  proper  defenses,  we  are 
plunged  into  a' materialistic,  mechanized,  competitive  soci¬ 
ety  which  seeks  to  dehumanize  us,  categorize  us,  and  strip 
us  of  our  individuality.  Very  frequently,  we  find  it  easier 
to  be  swept  up  with  the  tide,  to  rush  blindly  through  life 
without  stopping,  without  questioning,  without  thinking, 
than  to  pause,  to  reflect  and  to  consider  our  position  in 
relation  to  ourselves  and  to  our  fellow  men.  Consciously 
or  unconsciously  we  mask,  hide  away,  and  shut  out  the 
reality  of  the  present  in  favor  of  the  abstract  and  unknown 
we  call  the  future.  At  the  same  time,  we  mask,  hide  away, 
and  shut  out  the  reality  of  ourselves  and  our  personalities 
as  we  exist  in  this  present  in  favor  of  contrived  aftificial 
selves  whose  identities  we  hope  the  future  will  not  reveal. 
We  are  true  neither  to  ourselves  nor  to  others,  so  that  life 
becomes  cheap  and  without  meaning. 

Day  by  day  we  see  the  future  wreaking  havoc  upon  the 
present  in  anxiety,  worry,  nervousness,  fear,  and  tension. 
We  see  millions  of  people  working  at  dull,  meaningless 
jobs  and  students  going  through  the  motions  of  four  years 
of  college  towards  a  career  in  which  they  have  little  in¬ 
terest.  We  see  people  saving  and  sacrificing  and  hoping 
that  some  day  when  it  is  all  over  they  can  settle  down  and 
enjoy  life.  In  fact,  we  find  our  entire  system  has  been 
geared  towards  the  uncertainty  of  the  future — business, 
banks,  insurance  companies,  social  security,  and  often  re¬ 
ligion — as  the  pleasures  and  beauty  of  the  present  waste 
away  in  neglect.  As  a  specific  example  and  one  related 
directly  to  us,  we  as  students  have  been  involved  in  twelve 
years  of  an  education  which  has  frequently  sacrificed  the 
joy  and  gratification  of  the  learning  experience  in  favor  of 
college  preparation,  discipline,  strict  adherence  to  curricu¬ 
lum,  a  stifling  of  creativity,  irrevelant  courses,  and  teachers 
who  fail  to  motivate  or  develop  self-motivation.  Instead  of 
preparation  for  the  daily  confrontation  with  the  reality  of 
life  and  people,  the  major  emphasis  is  put  on  swallowing 
as  much  material  as  possible  in  the  shortest  period  of  time, 
often  without  interest  or  understanding.  Yet,  as  the  end 
of  the  road  of  hardship  and  emptiness  lies  the  golden  dol¬ 
lar,  and  a  great  many  say  that  it  all  seems  worthwhile  if 
happiness  and  satisfaction  can  be  found  tomorrow,  in  the 
hopes  of  a  future  day. 

Directly  parelleling  this  external  postponement  of  life 
in  favor  of  a  hypothetical  future  is  an  inner  escape  from 
the  reality  of  the  present  into  an  elaborate  array  of  facades 
with  which  we  equip  ourselves  to  approach  the  world. 
People  have  deluded  themselves  into  thinking  that  honesty, 
understanding,  and  love  can  be  achieved  on  one  level,  be¬ 
hind  deceit,  callousness,  and  contempt  on  another.  They 
fear  candid  self-expression  and  displayal  of  sincere  emotion 
because  of  the  opinions  of  society  and  the  people  they  call 
friends,  or  simply  because  it  is  easier  to  glide  smoothly 
through  life  than  to  scrape  the  rough  edges  and  face  the 
reality  beyond  the  “hi,  how  are  you”  and  the  “fine  thank 
you,  how  are  you”.  Meaningful  communication  is  lost, 
and  people  never  really  find  fulfillment  in  their  fellow  men 
and  in  themselves. 

I  can  find  no  patterned  answer  to  either  problem  of 
human  existence,  for  the  key  can  lie  only  within  the  indi¬ 


vidual.  Each  and  every  person — before  he  takes  another 
step  in  life — must  seriously  question  his  concept  of  hap¬ 
piness,  or  the  concept  which  has  been  fed  him  by  society. 
He  must  closely  re-evaluate  his  goals  and  the  goals  of  all 
mankind  on  earth.  He  must  at  least  realize  the  possibility 
that  perhaps  the  world  might  be  better  off  fragmented  into 
communes,  that  perhaps  further  knowledge  in  certain  fields 
of  science  is  unnecessary,  that  perhaps  his  ultimate  goal  in 
life  is  knowledge  of  self  and  meaningful  co-existence  with 
and  understanding  of  others,  that  perhaps  true  happiness 
can  be  found  only  in  helping  others — the  sick,  the  poor, 
the  aged,  the  hungry — and  in  pleasures  beyond  the  mate¬ 
rialistic,  or  in  reading,  or  in  art  and  creativity.  He  must  try 
to  follow  the  promptings  of  his  soul  and  not  be  stifled  by 
society  or  by  selfishness,  or  else  the  zest  and  idealism  of 
youth  will  once  again  become  lost  in  the  humdrum  and 
commonplace.  There  is  joy  and  a  feeling  of  satisfaction 
and  fulfillment  in  the  spontaneity  of  the  present  that  cannot 
be  stowed  away  for  a  future  time,  and  isn’t  it  ironic  that  we 
have  to  stuggle  so  hard  to  achieve  happiness  now,  today. 

Now  is  the  time  to  enjoy  life,  while  we  are  still  young, 
and  for  some  even  the  wait  through  four  years  of  college 
may  be  too  long.  And,  since  other  people  are  generally  an 
integral  part  of  the  enjoyment,  we  must  learn  to  relate  to 
them  with  honesty  and  sincerity  and  to  accept  them  with 
all  their  faults  and  shortcomings. 

Frankly,  I  do  not  know  how  far  we  should  stretch  the 
hedonistic  tendency — the  tendency  towards  immediate 
pleasure  in  life  here  and  now,  rather  than  tomorrow,  next 
year,  or  in  twelve  years.  Janis  Joplin  adopted  the  philos¬ 
ophy  that  there  is  nothing  in  life  to  wait  for  but  death — 
that  man  should  drive  for  total  exploitation  of  life  while 
he  can  enjoy  it,  even  to  the  point  of  burning  himself  out 
in  a  mad  frenzy  of  activity.  Again  it  is  up  to  the  individual, 
but  he  must  take  the  first  step  and  question.  He  must  shock 
himself  out  of  complacency  and  docility  and  must  question 
and  probe  the  depths  of  himself  and  his  society.  Finally, 
as  much  as  he  sees  fit,  he  must  try  to  dispense  with  his  pre¬ 
occupation  with  the  future  and  his  smothering  of  himself, 
his  inner  personality,  and  the  joy  of  existence,  and  realize 
that  the  present  is,  indeed,  our  only  reality.

COMMITMENT  AND  RESPONSIBILITY: 

YOUTH’S  CHALLENGE 

Graduation  traditionaly  marks  the  formal  entrance  of 
youth  into  the  adult  world.  But  what  sort  of  world  have 
we  been  given?  The  world  of  today  is  a  confusing,  frighten¬ 
ing  world  in  which  the  veneer  of  civilization  is  wearing  thin. 
We  have  made  great  technological  advances  but  has  human 
nature  improved?  Hate  and  suspicion  are  far  too  prevalent. 
Each  individual  has  his  own  fear:  Uncle  Sam  beckoning  on 
a  recruiting  poster,  a  Black  Panther  member  raising  a 
clenched  fist,  a  hippie  standing  on  a  street  corner,  or  a 
policeman  in  riot  gear.  People  are  frightened  by  the  world 
and  cannot  trust  themselves  or  their  neighbors.  What  can 
the  youth  of  today  do  with  such  a  world?  Do  we  tear  it 
down,  isolate  ourselves  from  it,  or  just  continue  going  our 
own  way,  secure  in  our  ignorance  or  charitable  donations? 

The  answer  is  not  simple.  No  magical  panacea  exists 
which  will  overnight  transform  the  world  into  an  idyllic 
environment.  If  we  are  to  have  a  better  toworrow,  we 
must  commit  ourselves  today  to  the  belief  in  the  value  and 
the  integrity  of  human  life.  If  we  are  committed,  then  we 
have  a  responsibility  for  action,  knowing  that  unless  we 
appreciate  life,  we  will  destroy  it. 

We  have  been  disillusioned,  but  hopefully  not  all  our 
dreams  for  the  future  have  been  destroyed.  The  massacres 
at  Kent  State  and  MyLai  have  tarnished  our  vision  of 
America  as  the  “home  of  the  free  and  the  brave”,  but  it 
is  imperative  that  we  keep  our  faith  in  the  world.  The 
assassinations,  the  war,  and  the  endless  riots  were  all  shat¬ 
tering  experiences,  but  possibly  we  are  stronger  and  wiser 
for  having  lived  through  them.  We  must  not  turn  away  in 
disgust;  instead  we  must  confront  the  problems  in  the 
world  if  we  intend  to  eliminate  them.  Our  idealism  must  be 
tempered  with  enough  realism  to  accomplish  our  goals. 

Every  generation  has  noble  dreams  and  visions  but  how 
many  of  them  come  true?  Will  we  be  the  same?  Will  we 
be  content  to  sport  a  black  arm  band  and  a  peace  sign  on 
Moratorium  Day  and  then  to  ignore  the  problem  until  the 
next  peace  rally?  In  a  few  years  will  we  be  settled  com¬ 
fortably  into  homes  and  jobs,  forgetting  all  our  great  plans 
for  the  future?  No!  We  must  not  build  safe  and  warm  co¬ 
coons  in  which  we  can  hide.  We  must  be  permanently 
committed  because  the  situation  is  grave.  Our  ideals  must 
not  be  compromised  for  expediency’s  sake.  The  dangerous 
silence  of  complacency  is  being  interrupted  more  and  more 
by  explosive  outbursts  of  anger,  frustration,  and  fear.  Our 
environment  is  being  rapidly  destroyed  and  enormous  nuc¬ 
lear  stockpiles  stand  ready  to  destroy  the  world  in  a  final 
holocaust.  Our  generation  is  said  to  be  better  educated 
than  any  previous  one.  Let  us  then  use  this  knowledge  so 
that  we  will  not  repeat  the  mistakes  of  countless  past 
generations. 


Your  must  first  devote  itself  to  the  cause  of  peace,  re¬ 
membering  that  peace  first  begins  with  an  understanding  of 
ourselves  and  tolerance  for  others.  We  must  learn  how  to 
reach  out  for  others  and  to  offer  our  help.  The  hunger  and 
poverty  in  the  world  must  be  destroyed  if  we  are  to  have 
peace.  If  we  cannot  love,  at  lest  we  must  try  to  respect 
and  value  other  human  beings.  Remember  that  hate  can 
destroy  as  easily  as  gunfire. 

Our  future  begins  now  and  we  must  take  an  active  part. 
We  must  become  politically  involved  if  we  are  sincere  in 
our  desire  for  change.  Unlike  previous  generations  at  our 
age,  we  have  a  powerful  weapon  in  the  vote  which  we  must 
use  wisely,  not  letting  apathy  destroy  it.  If  America  is  to 
change  her  priorities,  a  continual  effort  must  be  made  by 
youth. 

The  young  people  of  today  have  already  done  much  to 
show  their  concern.  Many  young  people  participate  in 
political  campaigns,  devote  their  time  to  charitable  organ¬ 
izations,  tutor  children,  and  walk  miles  in  the  rain  to 
raise  money  to  help  end  hunger.  Not  all  of  us  can  be  in¬ 
volved  in  every  one  of  these  activities,  yet  each  one  of  us 
must  do  whatever  he  can.  How  many  times  could  we  really 
have  helped  someone  if  we  had  only  made  an  effort?  If 
man  is  able  to  chain  the  atom  and  unravel  the  mysteries 
of  life,  surely  he  can  learn  to  live  with  himself  and  others. 

Let  us  all  strive  to  meet  this  challenge.
